Ill  the  30th  number  of  tl-.e  Sentinel  and  Star  in 
the  W^est,  Br.  Tk/.zard  informs  me  that  the  Me- 
tliodisl  paper  of  Cincinnati  charges  me  with  hav¬ 
ing  backed  out  of  the  controversy  held  at  Spring- 
field,  between  the  Methodists  and  myself,  last  Fall, 
during  my  western  tour.  Enough,  perhaps,  has 
been  said  on  this  subject;  but  as  Br.  T.  re(]uesfs 
some  information,  I  will  just  state  a  few  facts  in  as 
impartial  a  inamicr  as  the  ordinary  bias  of  a  con¬ 
troversialist  will  jiermit,  from  which  it  may  be  seen 
who  it  was  that  backed  out  of  the  discussion. 

The  debate  was  commenced  on  my  tour  out,  and 
was  conducted  at  that  time,  on  the  jiarl  of  the  Me¬ 
thodists,  hy  Rev.  Mr.  Lucas,  of  that  denomination. 
After  proceeding  one  day,  a.s  tlie  discussion  was 
about  to  be  suspended  till  my  return,  many  of  the 
congregation  were  anxious  to  have  the  question  de¬ 
cided  before  we  left  the  house.  By  some  it  was 
proposed  that  a  vote  of  the  whole  congregation 
should  he  taken.  To  this  Mr.  L.  objected  in  the 
most  jKisilivo  manner,  asserting  as  a  reason,  that  a 
number  had  just  left  the  housed  At  tlii.s  a  Metho¬ 
dist  clergyniaii,  whose  name  I  forget,  arose  and 
advised  that  no  decision  should  be  made  ;  espe¬ 
cially  as  the  discussion  was  ty  be  resumed  in  a 
short  time.  Tliis  advice  was  received  ;  and  the 
clergyman  who  gave  it,  has  since  acknowledged  to 
a  friend  of  mine  at  Spriiiglield,  that  had  a  vote  been 
taken,  lie  must  have  voted  against  Mr.  Lucas  ! 

’1  his  unfavorable  impression  against  31r.  L.,  I 
do  not  ascribe  to  the  power  of  my  arguments,  but 
to  the  unhappy  course  pursued  by  him  in  debate, 
a  specimen  of  which  I  will  here  present,  lii  fra¬ 
ming  the  (lucstion,  Mr.  L.  became  dissatisfied  with 
the  jihrase  “all  men,”  which  occurred  in'it,  and 
tircordingly  substituted  the  phrase  “  all  intelligent 
beings.”  After  I  had  opened  the  debate  ruid  en¬ 
deavored  lo  establish  the  salvation  of  aU  men, 
Mr.  L.  arose,  and  argued  in  the  following  man¬ 
ner  “  rt  is  for  my  opponent  to  prove  lliarfhfants 
and  idiots  are  intelligent  beings  before  he  can  prove 
tlicir  sa’wtUen.  I  say  th«y  are  not,  faj  they  qaaot 


possess  intelligence.  It  is  for  him  to  prove  that  the 
fallen  angels,  who  possess  intelligence,  will  be  sa¬ 
ved  ;  and  until  he  can  do  this,  I  have  nothing  more 
to  say.”  This  was  unfortunate  for  Mr.  L.,  and 
could  not  fail  of  exciting  an  unfavorable  opinion 
against  him  ;  for  it  discovered  a  disposition  to  em¬ 
barrass,  by  requiring  the  proof  of  that  which  even 
he  at  all  other  times  was  willing  to  admit,  viz., 
that  infants  and  idiots  will  be  saved.  Now,  it  is 


probable  that  Mr.  L.  was  aware  of  this  unfavorable 
iniliression  wlien  he  objected  to  a  vote  of  the  con¬ 
gregation,  for  the  debate  was  held  in  his  own  house 
of  worship  and  his  own  congregation  were  present. 

Wlicn  I  returned  from  Cincinnati,  1  found  that 
ihe  Methodists,  for  some  cause  or  other,  had  ob¬ 
tained  nnotlier  disputant.  They  had  sent  foi  Rev. 
Mr.  Raper,  their  presiding  Elder,  who  was  nowiix 
tlie  village  prepared  for  the  contest — a  very  ditl’e'-- 
ent  one,  however,  than  I  expected ;  for  he  inform¬ 
ed  me  at  the  house  of  one  of  his  brethren,  that  he 
had  come  for  the  purpose  of  discussing  the  abstract 
question  of  future  punishment,  and  that  he  was  nor 
willing  to  meet  me  on  any  other.  I  replied,  that 
I  would  not  exchange  the  question  already  in  de¬ 
bate  for  one  (>f  minor  imjiortance. 
j  After  conversing  for  sometime  on  this  subject  to 
no  jiurpose,  wc  rejiaired  to  the  chapel  where  a  large 
!  congregation  had  assembled,  and  were  already  in 
i  waiting.  Mr.  R.  jirocecded  to  inform  them  pub¬ 
licly,  that  he  had  expected  to  meet  me  on  the  siib- 
I  jert  of  future  punishment  without  regard  to  its  du- 
I  ration,  and  consequently  was  not  prepared  to  prove 
I  the  doctrine  ofendless  misery!  But  he  should 
follow,  he  said,  with  such  an  examination  of  my 
I  arguments  as  ho  might  think  proper. 

The  discussion,  which  was  now  resumed,  con¬ 
tinued  in  progress,  at  this  time,  one  day  and  two 
evenings,  except  the  ordinary  intermissions,  and 
I  w’as  closed  hy  Mr.  R.  with  an  address  of  an  hour 
land  a  half  in  length.  At  this  1  requested  of  him 
[jthe  piivilege  of  speaking  a  few  moments  to  correct 
|i  some  of  his  most  flagrant  errors,  ynce  he  had 
[I  transcended  the  ordinary  limits.  He  objected  on 
!  the  ground  that  it  would  place  him  under  the  n®- 
I  cessity  of  speaking  agaib;  “and  this,”  said  he,  “I 
I  do  not  feel  able  to  do.”  Justice  would  have  been 
j  done  me  in  this  respect,  hulas  Mr.  R.  was  opposed 
to  a  regular  discussion,  no  moderators  were  chosen 
I  the  last  time — and  thus  ended  the  debate. 

One  of  the  seven  Methodist  clergymen  who  were 
present,  prayed  fervently  in  public  during  the  de¬ 
bate,  that  God  would  “sweep  the  refuge  of  lies 
from  the  village  of  Springfield.” '  But  verily  there 
apjiears  to  have  been  a  lack  of  faith  somewhere, 
otherwise  the  work  would  have  been  done,  and 
consequently  I  should  not  have  been  called  on  u* 
make  this  correction.  J.  Whitney.
